NOTE: In particular, the newly added limitations which have been incorporated into the body of the claim include: clients 
walking' inside the facility during the healthcare process (claims 1, 16,25); client stations inside the healthcare facility (claim 1); inputting the 
client's ID code to access the client record (claim 1); providing a healthcare facility including "at least two of... inside the healthcare facility"
